AMONG SP’ERS IN THE ARMED FORCES 
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SP’ERS TOOK PART IN 
TUNISIAN VICTORY 


NN THE ground, in the air, and along the vital rail lines of supply, 

fighting SP’ers got in their licks that helped crush the Axis forces 
in Tunisia. Just who, or how many furloughed .raifroaders from SP's 
lines actually got into the battles, is not known. But the number was 
no doubt sizeable, judging from the many names of SP’ers in North 
Africa that have come to the Bulletin in recent months and were 
reported in these columns. 

To these names a number have been added since last issue including: 
Sgt. Joseph Whelan, credited with shooting down four Messerschmitts 
during flight of his bomber through a torrid battle between Tunisia and 
Sicily; Lt, R. Bruce Graham, who, with his bomber crew, was deco- 
rated for gallant exploits; and Pfc, Fernando Laredo, awarded the 
Order of the Purple Heart for bravery in North African action. Whelan, 
of San Jose, and former carman’s apprentice at Bayshore, was aboard 
a bomber when the flight was attacked by fifteen German ships. His 
accurate gunnery sent four of the small fighters into the sea below. 
Graham, of Merced, former mail handler at Oakland Pier, and his crew 
received their decorations following an air raid in which they delivered 
their load of bombs and then fought their way back through Messer- 
schmitts after two engines were knocked out by enemy gunfire. Laredo, 
formerly of Tucumcari roundhouse, has sent home to his wife the 
decoration he so courageously won eacly in February. 

Sgt. E. J. Jim” Crutchfield is another SP’er now in North Africa. 
He formerly worked in the Operating Dept, Genl. Office, SF. A 
Bulletin was in his first batch of mail, and he wrote, “ It was swell 
to thumb through and recognize some faces and scenery . I'm sure 
all the SP boys the world over sure enjoy it.” Crutchfield is with the 
Signal Corps. © Among the several SP’ers who have carried their rail- 
roading to North Africa, and who are thought to have been along 
supply lines up front in Tunisia, is Cpl. G. M. Franks, formerly of 
West Oakland roundhouse, now a locomotive fireman for one of the 
army's railroad battalions. @ Likewise Cpl.

PED on their way with stirring rally and patriotic address at the Mexico 
City depot, the first contingent of 513 track workers, vanguard of thousands 
now arriving to help relieve the track labor problem of Westera railroads, 
left Mexico City, May 13, crossed the border three days later, and today are 
working on SP tracks over a wide front in California and in other states. 
As they took leave of their capital city they heard Secretary of Labor Fran- 
cisco Trujillo Gurria call them “soldiers of democracy; soldiers of Mexico 
who are on your way to battle with that patriotic spirit vibrating in every 
Mexican... .” 

As they crossed the border at Nogales, Ariz., they were warmly greeted by 
SP officiais, among them being B. R. Martinez, accountant, who carried from 
the Company's General Office in San Francisco President A, T. Mercier’s 
personal message of welcome, and recited it to them in their native tongue. 

Supervising the selection in Mexico City for SP were Chief Engineer 
W. H. Kirkbride, who went directly to the Mexican capital from Washington, 
D. C., where arrangements had been made between the U. S. and Mexican 
governments for employment of the workers; F. S$. Howard, asst. to vice 
president, who handled transportation matters; W. H. Moulthrop, labor em- 
ployment supervisor, and Roadmasters M. T. Pruett of Tucson and J. B. Din- 
widdie of E} Paso. Among U.S. officials handling the selection of workers 
were: S. B. Hough, of War Manpower Commission; F. £. Fleener, Railroad 
Retirement Board; H, F. Brown and A. J. Tarlock, Farm Security Administra- 
tion; and L. M. Brody, U.S. Immigration Inspector. 

Reports from the Mexican capital are that SP representatives created very 
favorable impressions with Mexican officials in the attention shown for the 
welfare of the workers, Each man was provided with a blanket as a gift of 
SP to assure extra comfort in the travel to points on various divisions of the 
railroad in western states. 

Mexico's Labor Secretary Gurria told the workmen at the Mexico City 
depot: “You constitute the first brigade of track laborers who are going to

cooperate in the maintenance and development of the network of communi- 
cations of our allies. You represent as well one of the most effective elements 
with which Mexico is carrying out its obligations to help democracy defeat 
the forces of ctuelty. Uphold your dignity with the assurance that you are 
fulfilling the most sacred duty as behooves a man at this historic moment.” 

And as they cross the border, cheered at Nogales by friendly greetings from 
the folks of a sister republic, they have recited to them the message from SP’s 
President Mercier, which stated in part: “We are very grateful to your coun- 
try for having made it possible for you to come to help us in this hour of 
need. I am very proud that ovr neighbor Mexico is our good ally in this wae 
for freedom. I'am very fond of Mexico and the Mexican people, and I hope 
you are as happy to come here as we are to welcome you. . . . Many of your 
fellow countrymen have long been in the employ of Southern Pacific and have 
Jong proved themselves industrious and worthy workers, I am sure these and 
our other employes with whom you work will do everything they can to make 
you feel at home, and to show you how much we appreciate your coming to 
this country to help us win the war by keeping our railroad tracks strong and 
safe for our fighting forces.” 

As Martinez recited the message in one car after another, there came the fre- 
quent, enthusiastic responses of: “Muchas gracias.” (“Many thanks,”) ‘Tene- 
mos mucho gusto en ayudarles.” (“We will be very glad to help you.") And 
as the talk concluded, they shouted: “Viva Mexico! Viva los Estados Unidos!" 

SP representatives met the train at Nogales, and others met it at all divi- 
sion points along its route, to see to the welfare of the men. Also there, were 
Railroad Retirement Board men who handled recruiting of the workers; Threl- 
keld commissary men who provided hot meals en route; Customs and Immigra- 
tion officials who passed the train across the border. 

Other trains will follow in rapid order until all workers have arrived to 
help tamp the doom of the Axis by keeping tracks strong under the thundering 
weight of war traffic being valiantly borne by America’s railroads.

RAILROADS NEED MEN, LOCOMOTIVES 
FOR GROWING WAR JOB

The foltowlng statement by Mr. Mer- 
gier appeared in the May 22 “Freight 
Progress” issue of Railway Age: 
Mc" pressing needs of the railways, 

as faced by the Southern Pacific, 
are for men, mative power, and con- 
tinued cooperation of ail concerned with 
production and use of railroad service. 

Current shortage of men on our sys- 
tem is around 10,000. More than 
11,000 of our former employes are in 
the armed services. Our shortage of 
track workers is particularly acute. 
Supply of qualified track workers is not 
available in this country. Best means of 
meeting this situation is by importation 
of Mexicans, their effectiveness in track 
work having long been proved by their 
fellow countrymen on our lines. Also, 
while we have not asked for any blanket 
exemption of any classification of em- 
ployes in*the draft, we feel the urgent 
need of well-experienced railroad men 
must be taken into consideration in the 
individual cases coming before selective 
service boards. 


We have employed 3,000 additional * 


women, who are performing work for- 
merly done exclusively by men. From 
white collar workers —- businessmen, 
students, and others—-we are receiving 
an average of 4,460 man-days of work 
each week-end. These citizens are mak- 
ing a patriotic and practical contribution 
to the war effort. We are grateful to 
them and we are counting on their con- 
tinued help. But even if our best 
expectations are realized from these 
sources, man-power shortage will con- 
tinue as a basic problem. 

Locomotives comprise the most im- 
portant item, in our operations, in the 
list of equipment for which materials 
are needed. We also need rail, ties,

bridge and other materials; and, because 
of the large proportion of our lines in 
single track, we need materials for con- 
struction of Central Traffic Control ap- 
paratus. However, we have drastically 
scaled down our requests for items other 
than locomotives because the need for 
locomotives remains the most urgent in 
spite of the very large purchases of 
engines made before and since the na- 
tional defense program got under way. 


Teamwork between the railroad and 
its users, among the railroads, and 
within the railroad itself has been and 
will continue to be indispensable in the 
war emergency, Commercial shippers 
have cooperated in holding requests for 
cars to a minimum, in loading cars 
heavily, in releasing cars quickly, even 
when this involves wotk on Sundays 
or holidays, and helping keep cars 
clean. Our working relationships with 
the Army and Navy have been such as 
to make for effective effort for a com- 
mon purpose. We are fortunate to have 
had helpful, understanding cooperation 
from other government agencies of first 
importance, notably the Office of De- 
fense Transportation and the Bureau of 
Service of the 1. C, C. 

The traveling public has been tolerant 
of delays and inconveniences to a re- 
markable extent. Now and in the months 
to come we hope travelers will be 
equally cooperative in holding train 
trips to those that are strictly essential. 

The general public has been under- 
standing and cooperative, due largely to 
the public service rendered by news- 
papers, periodicals and radia in pre- 
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senting the ‘facts.-as to ~ transportation 
fairly and adequately. 

Teamwork among the railroads’ has 
-been close and effective. Competitive in- 
terests have been submerged as locomo- 
tives and other equipment have’ been 
exchanged and loads shifted from one 
road to another to alleviate tight situa- 
tions or to meet other emergencies. 

Within the individual raitroad’s or- 
ganization the teamwork has been of a 
high order and it has included many 
individual instances of extraordinary 
performance by officers, supervisors and 


employes.

SP’ERS GRADUATE FROM SLOCUM; MOVE ON TO BIGGER JOB 


HEN Fort Slocum graduated its 

Fourth Class of Military Railway 
Service Officers, May 15, sixteen SP’ers 
were among the officers comprising the 
705th Railway Grand Division who 
received their diplomas. Led by Lt. Col. 
Stanley H. Bray, former Western Divi- 
sion road foreman of engines, these 
officers have completed an intensive four 
weeks’ course in basic military training 
and transportation subjects. 

Just before the Commencement Exer- 
cises, the SP men heard a telegram of 
congratulations from President A. T. 
Mercier read to them by W. G. Peoples, 
SP freight trafic manager, New York, 
which, Lt. Col. Bray writes, “was appre- 
ciated by the entire group, and we all 
felt Mr, Mercier was tight here with us.” 

Bronzed, looking fit and with muscles 
hardened by field training, the railroaders, 
who left the West Coast early in April, 
are already established at another camp 
in a different part of the country where 
they are engaged in operational practice 
with other units of the Military Railway 
Service, calculated to give them their final 
experience for actual combat conditions. 

The Transportation School at Fort 
Slocum, historic Army Post on Long 
Island Sound, has grown from modest 
beginnings to a position of outstanding 
importance in the training of military 
personnel which will staff the operating 
and shop battalions and grand divisions 
of American Military Railroads in all 
theatres.of war.‘The School is headed by 
Colonel ‘Bernard Lentz, West Pointer, 
who is considered one of the Army’s fore- 


Some idea of the course of training 
and study given the Military Railway Ser- 
vice Officers at Fort Slocum may be 
gleaned from a typical day’s schedule, 
selected at random towards the end of 
the course. Beginnning at 8 AM and 
continuing to 9 PM, the program shows 
the first hour devoted to physical exer- 
cises. The next two hours to Map Read- 
ing and the fourth to a one-hour Jecture 
on the Organization of the Army. Fol- 
lowing a break of one and a half hours 
for Mess and rest, come lectures and 
demonstrations on military law and first 
aid which occupy the entire afternoon. 
Then there is 2 two-hour period for mess 
and study followed by a two-hour lecture 
on Espionage, Sabotage and Dangerous 
Subversive Movements. The following 
day, also representative of the schedule, 
is devoted to lectures and demonstrations 
on the Browning Automatic Rifle and 
Chemical Warfare with talks on military 
correspondence and company administra- 
tion winding up the day. Some of the 
officers, at the beginning of the course, 
remark that subjects are thrown at them 
fast and furiously but before long, they 
have mastered the ability to learn with 
comparative ease and to absorb the in- 
struction as it is given, 


It is an axiom of the School that every 
officer graduated must know his weapons 
and understand the fundamentals of mili- 
tary. drill. Beginning with the Spring- 
field Rifle, Model 1903, the railway mea 
are familiarized with the Calibre ..45 
‘Automatic Pistol, the’ Thompson Sub- 
Machine Gun, Browning Machine Gun, 


Calibre .30, water cooled and Browning 
Automatic Rifle and Carbine, learning 
how to assemble, disassemble and fire 
each of these weapons. Other military 
subjects include hygiene and sanitation, 
rifle marksmanship, chemical warfare, 
hand grenades and booby traps—also 
first aid, tent pitching, aerial photogra- 
phy and interior guard duty. Officers 
also engage in night problems designed 
to illustrate scouting and patrolling tac- 
tics and battle sounds. 


For the first few days, vigorous out- 
door exercises, which include swinging 
the service rifle in rhythmic cadence with 
music of the band, leave the back and 
arm muscles sore and legs stiff; how- 
evet, in a relatively short time, student 
officers, regardless of age, find themselves 
getting into prime shape and speak en- 
thusiastically of the improvement in their 
physical condition. 

Captain J. M. Reddy, recently road- 
master at Ogden, was bothered by a for- 
mer foot injury which required treatment 
and interfered with his graduation. Major 
F. A. Schilling, master mechanic, Brook- 
tyn, arrived too late to graduate with 
other SP’ers, and the same is true of 
Captain 1. P. Crouthamel, former Los 
Angeles Shops department foreman. They 
graduate with the next class on June 5, 
and will then join other SP'ers in the 
705th Grand Division.

EMBA Annual Report Shows More 
Than 10,000 Membership 


EMBERSHIP in the SP Employes’ 
Mutual Benefit Association passed. 
the 10,000 mark during the fiscal year 
that closed April 30, and the organiza- 
tion is in excellent financial condition, 
according to the annual report submitted 
by President H, C. Booth at the anaual 
meeting on May 3. There was a net 
gain of 240 members during the year, 
an increase from 9,835 to 10,075, despite 
146 deaths and 555 voluntary lapses 
due primarily to members joining the 
atmed forces and dropping membership, 
stated Secretary Julia Mott. However, 
those who join the armed forces do not 
by doing so forfeit membership but may 
retain it by continuing to pay present 
dues. Total assets stood at $2,227,- 
827.88 on April 30, of which amount 
$2,051,900 was invested in U. S. bonds. 
Receipts were $204,784.29 in dues from 
members, and $74,724.60 in interest 
from bonds. During the company year 
$195,000 was paid in death benefits. 
The EMBA, a mutual insurance as- 
sociation, was organized in 1880 by em- 
ployes of the SP and pioneer Central Pa- 
cific companies. Members can only be ac- 
cepted from those employes who have 
had three months’ service with the SP, 
or with a company in which SP has at 
feast 25 per cent stock ownership.

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Four Months’ Operating Results 


OR the four months ended April 30, 

1943, Railway Operating Revenues of 
Southern Pacific Transportation System 
amounted to $186,210,095, or $58,889,- 
851 more than the revenues for the same 
period of 1942; a 46% increase. 

During the same period Railway Oper- 
ating Expenses were $107,422,858, or 
$25,745,158 more than expenses for the 
same 1942 period; a 32% increase. 

Federal taxes, including $28,092,449 
for Federal income taxes, amounted to 
$33,102,994, and other railway tax ac- 
cruals to $4,923,568; a total of $38,026,- 
562, or $21,766,940 more than such 
accruals for the first four months of last 
year, After deducting taxes and $7,430,- 
110 of net rentals for use of equipment 
and joint facilities, there was left Net 
Railway Operating Income of $33,330,- 
565, or $9,911,141 more than for the 
same period of 1942.

TAY off passenger tains and do your 

country a patriotic service! 

This is the urgent appeal the Office of 
Defense Transportation has directed to 
American civilians in emphasizing that 
continued expansion of the armed forces 
and of war production is placing in- 
creasing strain on the unexpanding 
supply of railroad passenger equipment. 

ODT Director Joseph B. Eastman has 
declared that strictly non-essential ci- 
vilian travel on trains must be eliminated. 
He defined as “strictly non-essential” 
such travel as trips taken to visit friends 
in other cities, trips home for the week- 
end, trips of a sightseeing nature, and 
other trips taken merely for social and 
pleasure purposes. The extent to which 
passenger trains can handle annual va- 
cation travel, Eastman said, depends on 
the degree to which the strictly non- 
essential travel is eliminated. He suggests 
that individual vacationists cooperate in 
the following ways: 

1. Take the whole vacation at one 
time, don’t split it into several short 
periods; 

2. Spend the vacation at home, or as 
near home as possible;

. . . unless the trip is absolutely necessary 
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3. If the vacation is spent away from 
home, go to one place and stay there; 
go and return on days other than Fri- 
days, Saturdays, or Sundays, so as to 
avoid week-end travel peaks; 

4, Avoid over-night trips; travel on 
day coaches; and carry box lunches, so 
as not to add to the strain on Pullman 
and dining car facilities; 

5. Carry as little baggage as possible 
and check the heavier pieces; 

6. Make plans sufficiently flexible to 
allow for transportation contingencies 
requiring last-minute changes; 

7. Be prepared to expect delayed ar- 
rivals, crowded conditions, and lack of 
the usual travel comforts. 

“Even these measures for travel con- 
servation will not be enough,” Eastman 
continues, “The prospective volume of 
vacation travel cannot possibly be ac- 
commodated unless the concentration in 
July and August is avoided and vacations 
are spread over a much longer period.” 

Eastman's advice to the general travel- 
ing public applies equally to railroad 
employes who enjoy the courtesy of free 
or reduced rate transportation. In this 
regard SP men and women are ready 
and anxious to cooperate; and particu- 
larly will they not use the trains over 
the Memorial Day, Fourth of July, and 
Labor Day holiday periods, except in the 
essential situations outlined by President 
A. T. Mercier in a recent letter addressed 
to alf departments of the railroad. 

Through its advertising SP is carrying 
the story of the present transportation 
situation to the general public, and in 
newspapers and magazines, through leaf- 
lets and billboards is broadcast the ap- 
peal: “Don’t ride the trains unless it is 
absolutely necessary.”

of the courtesy of free and reduced rate 
transportation on the same basis they 
would have exercised had they remained 
on the railroad jobs. However, no such 
transportation can be granted to any 
former employe who is traveling under 
military orders, or under other condi- 
tions where allowance for transportation 
is made by the government. 

It is important for servicemen and 
women to remember that all requests for 
free or reduced rate transportation be 
submitted through the. same channel 
formerly used—-to the department heads, 
d’.ision officers, etc., to whom they re- 
ported prior to going into the armed
